In accord- 
ance w i t h Mc'Kinley's wish, no escort 
or display was connected with his en- 
try iirto the national capital. He ve- 
toed the arrnug-ement for n military 
escort. There was only a formal re- 
ception greeting by a small oornmitfi; 
of prominent 
local 
gentlemen. Of 


course there was a large and enthu- 
siastic informal reception by the pub- 
lic. The train stopped only at Haiti- 
more after leaving- Harrisiiui-g til! it

and

large crowds as it passed through the 
towns on the way.

mitted within the enclosure at the 
station where the train was to s;op.

dramatist who wrote

Squadron" ond other popular plays, 
doosr.'t- advise any American to go to 
Havana just now. 
Mr. Hnrkins has 


just returned 
from 
Cuba, and 
is 


thankful enough to see Ne-.v York nnd 
safety again, :for he narrowly escaped 
assassination at the hands of infuriat- 
ed Spanish sympathizers in Havana, 
three days after his arrival. 


Mr. Hark ins traveled to Cuba on the 


steamer Saratoga, about three months 
ago. His object wns to obtain ma- 
terials for a drama about 
the war, 


and to aid him in obtaining i:iforma- 
tion he carried with him several let- 
ters of introduction to officials at B.a- 
vana and other places. These letters 
were from the Spanish Consul in New 
York and other persons of 
similar 


standing among Spanish officials. Tn 
spite of these letters, and in spite of 
Mr. Harkin's peaceable object, he 
found Mrnself treated with coldness 
and suspicion on his arrival. 


He found that the Spanish parti- 


sans in Havana showed the most in- 
tense hostility to all Americans. The 
populace offeree! them insults a: every 
opportunity, and by no means eon- 
fined themselves to words. 
The offi- 


cials made some perfunctory efforts 
to prevent violence, but it was seen 
easily that the feeling against citizens 
of the United Sta-tes really was en- 
couraged by the government. ' 


No American 
dares go out after 


nightfall if he values his life. As soon 
as he lauded Mr. Harkins wns warned 
—not by an official, but by a fellow- 
countryman-—never to venture 
out 


alone, to walk only in the principal 
thoroughfares and to keep indoors as 
much as possible,, -That these-wak- 
ings were not unnecessary was dem- 
onstrated 
forcibly 
three days after 


his arrival. 


He was walking with another Amer- 


ican on the Calle del Obispo, one of 
'the principal streets in Havana. It 
wns stili daylight, and as the street 
is one of the busiest in the, city, there 
seemed little danger. But they were 
mistaken. 
Thev had not gone for 


when they saw that they were being 
followed by 
several persons of the 


lower classes, who made insuking re- 
marks to them. By the time they had 
gone half way down Uie street, those 
following i.iem had developed into a 
crowd. That they 
were Americans 


seemed enough for their assailants, 
who heaped abuse on their country 
and the 
insurgents. 
Before long 


somebody threw a stone. 
This was 


the signal for a general 
onslaught 


The 
crowd 
seized 
who lever 
came 


handy, bricks, large stones nnd mis- 
siles of every- kind. The position was 
extremely critical for the two Ameri- 
cans, whose only course was to take 
to their heels. Almost by a miracle 
none of the larger missiles struck 
them, and they were able to distance 
their pursuers until they reached the 
hotel. Had they fallen or been over- 
taken, there is cot the slightest doubt 
'that thoy would have been murdered. 


It is hardly necessary to add that 


Mr. Harkins, after this, made his stay 
in Havana as brinf as possible. H« 
remained there a few days and than 
visited other parts of the island. He 
aays that the insurgents 
appear to 


manage things their own way every- 
where but in Havana, which is almost 
entirely 
Spanish. 
He spoke of the 


yreat kindness 
and 
aid he had re- 


ceived from 
nowspH-per 
oorrenpor.d- 


ents, without whose help, he- says, he 
would have-been able to aocompUslh 
little. 
Ho adds, though, rather un- 


kindly, that pnrhups all these courte- 
sies may have bofn on account of an 
ulterior design of the newspaper men. 
who, knowing- his stay in Cuba would 
be of brief duration, made use ot him 
as a carrier of their dispatches. 
At 


auy rate, whan Mr. Marking left, he 
had an enormous number o£ these re- 
ports. Had the Spanish officers i«een 
these paj-cds they would miviisbly 
have landed him in jaii. However, he 
concealed 
them in the lining of his 


clothing, a.ncl ninnaged to oludc the 
vigjlfuice of I.he o3icers. 


Mr. Harkin-s aays that the feeling

stronger every day in Havana, and 
any ono who gets in the clutches of 
the oflioiuls has a poor chalice of free- 
dom.

n.rd even if an American should carry- 
letters of •rccotnmendtit.ion 
to The 


highest'officials he would bo likely, 
the dramatist says, "to be shot first 
and have his letters examined after- 
ward." Havana is full of fanatics in 


the Spanish cause, and the sight of a 
Yankee is sufficient to cuu.se them the 
wildest excitement. 


It may be added that in spite of all 


his difficulties, Mr. Harkins succeeded 
in writing his piny while in Cuba.

adelphia la very interesting; and a com- 
paratively new Industry.

modelers, whi keep their eves open for 
pretty and w.'11-cut features. When a 
face is discovered that is to their lik- 
ing they make every effort to induce 
the individual to give them a uitting 
or two of three or four hours, for which 
they pay liberally. 


Certain requisites are necessary for 


a good living model for a wax figure. 
Prominent among team is a perfect 
regularity of features, and the wax 
modelers say that by long experience 
they have found it extremely difficult 
to procure models with regular feat- 
ures, but that the Italian women most

requirements, 


nnd, moreover, they state that their 
complexion, '.vhnn soap and water hss

Intellectual expression Is not 
re- 


quired In wax figures and is even a 
drawback. 


The first step In the process of mak- 


ing a 
high-grade vaz figure Is to 


cast In wax a head and bust in the 
rough. 
It is. of course, hollow, and 


more nearly resembles a huge wax po- 
tato than anything else. 
The artist 


then takes a knife and models like a 
sculptor the block of wax into aorae 
semblance of the human head. 
With 


knife in hand and the model before 
him, 
he then carefully cuts away the 


wax until the reproduction has been 
made of the face cf his sitter, and if he 
Is an expert modeler this reproduction 
is usunlly very exact. He puts the tint 
on the wax to copy the model's com- 
plexion and completes 
every 
detail 


ivlth the utmost care. Then the hair, 
eyebrows and eyelashes are put on. 
Only natural hair Is used, and it is in- 
serted in such a manner that it can bo

Probably the modeling ot the eye* 


end putting in of the eyelashes are the 
most dclica'.o part of :ho whole process. 
Each hair Is put in separately, both 
on the he.ad ana for the eyebrows and 
cyokiAhcs. Tht operation is performed 
with a hoc needio and takes a very long 
lima. The work is frequently dor.e by 
women, who 
become very 
expert, 


When the hair IB Implanted in 
the 


manner as stated it can be dreased jiutt 
ss if It w«rs going on a living head. 
]!. can be wnshel and brushed and 
taken clown arid put up ID any style, 
just as In nature. 


Of course, it cannot bo c<it, as there

in again. The tedious wort of insert- 
ing the hair as thus described is, of

known as first-class wax heads, which 
often cost as much as $150 apiece. The 
average price of thoao seen In the big

Sun. The Hellespont 


finally became known as the straits of 
the Dardanelles, the key to the Turk- 
ish capital. Mahomet II., soon after 
the seizure of Constantinople, lu 1*53, 
had these forts erected. 
Not 
being 


kept in good order they were unable 
to prevent the passogo of a Russian (In 
1777) 
and an English 
squadron' (In 


1S07). 
Since 1S67 several additional 


bnttnries have been raised and several 
new forts built at the entrance from 
the Aegean Sea. As far back as 180?, 
tho Ctiorcan 
porte was 
negotiating 


with Great Britain for a treaty 
pro- 


hibiting admission ot any but Turkish 
warships to the Dardanelles, to which 
proposition the groat powers agreed in 
ISM, and which fact was confirmed in 
the pence of Paris in 1S56, as well as 
in the peace of Berlin In 1878. 
j 


The Dardanelles form a long, tor- | 


tuous and narrow passage, swept by a 
strong current. The average width of ' 
the alraits is only two miles, while al 
the- narrowest point the channel Is only 
about 1,000 yards broad. 
On either 


side the ground is the most favorable 
for forts and tliu most unfavorable for 
sh!?= that may attempt to force a 
passage, but the latter would find it 
difficult to reach the forts at all with 
their guns. 
Indeed, modern warships 


of any type are peculiarly susceptible 
to a plunging or downward fire, against 
which the thin armor of their docks 
cannot protect them satisfactorily. In 
1S7S 
Admiral Hornby of the 
British 


fleet, when he led his squadron up the 


, narrows, found that scarcely a gun In 


i his fleet could be

He 


i had, of course, ne occasion to fire a

Herr R. von Bieoersteln, a German 


oflicer, in describing the Dardanelles 
forts, states that at the very entrance 
to the straits the width is about two 
and a quarter miles. There ara forts 
Scdil-Buhr Kalesal, with sixty gunr 
and tan mortars, and Kum 
Ka'.essl, 


with thirty-six guns and twelve mor- 
tiirs. 
To these must be 
added two 


strong earthworks, each mounting six- 
teen guns, which gives a total of 10S 
heavy guns.

and can then only direct a feeble fire 
upon '.:heir assailants. They

"sweeping," they hove cleared the fair- 
way of mines. Any damage to steering 
gear or propellers In the strong cur- 
rent might prove fatal. 


No f.eet could enter the sea of Mar-

The Turks, fight- 
ing behind earthworks,

by no 


means contemptible enemies, as they 
proved to Sir John Duckworth In 1807. 
The ships would have to undergo on?

Supposing all went well and no ships 


we're'lost in the mine fislds or'disabled 
bv the Turkish torpedo craft, which 
are probably in a very sorry state, the 
rieet might enter the sea of Marmora, 
having sustained a good deal of dam- 
age and fired much precious ammuni- 
tion away. 
Behind it are

Against Constantino- 


ple. It can do less than nothing. Sir 
John Duckworth 
threatened a bom- 


bardment in 1807, when Russia sided 
with England, but found that human- 
ity, political considerations and, last, 
but hot least, the very uselessness of 
such a measure forbade It, It had to 
retreat, for he had uc army to overawe 
the sultan's land forces. On his way 
down mo&t of his ships were roughly 
handled and ho lost twenty-nine kille-d 
and 138 wounded In the narrows. 


On tae whole, the passage of 
the 


Dardanelles is only possible to strong- 
ly armored ships, and that perhaps by 
night alone.

a form of insanity which renders its 
victim irresponsible. Nice distinctions 
of this sort were not known to our an- 
cestors. 
In their simpler view a lun- 


atic was a raving maniac—a person 
who did not know the nature and con- 
sequence of his acts. 
On this pc'.nt 


law and medicine were fully agreed. 
But medicine has advanced far more 
rapidly than law and is 
gradually 


teaching its sister scienco that a luna- 
tic need not rave and rage in order to 
be morally irresponsible; that 
from 


that extreme point there are numer- 
ous gradations toward the normal state 
till we reach a class on the borderland 
between 'sanity and insanity of whom 
it Is difficult to decide the exact de- 
gree of their responsibility. 
In one 


light they may ne insane and irre- 
sponsible, although in all other rela- 
tions of life they may be absolutely 
sane and responsible. A kleptomaniac 
for example, is a person who may be 
perfectly rational under ordinary cir- 
cumstances yet when placed under the 
stress of ttimptation is Irresistibly Im- 
pelled to steal. 
Medical records are 


full of illustrative cases. 
There was 


the man who would not eat unless his 
food was stolen. 
His attendant hu- 


ciored him by hiding his food in a cor- 
ner, so that he could Imagine ho was 
purloining it. 
There was the fash- 


ionable lady who at her trial for theft 
confessed to so wild a longing to pos- 
sess everything she saw that at church 
she uould hardly retrain from rifling 
the altar. There was the woman men- 
tioned by Dr. Rush, exemplary In the 
obedience to all the commandments 
save only the eighth, who, when there 
was nothing else to lay her hands up- 
on, would often at the table 
of a 


friend secretly nil her pockets with 
bread. 
Even before Dr. Rush's time 


tho German Lavater had chronicled 
similar instances. He mentions a doc- 
tor of medicine who could not leave 
his patients' rooms 
without 
taking 


something away unobserved. His wila 
would make it a practice to search his 
pockets whenever he returned home 
and would find and restore to their 
owners the knives, thimbles, scissors 
and other knick-knacks with which 
they were stuffed. 
He makes a rec- 


ord of a still more curious case, the 
almoner of a regiment 
of Prussian 


cuirassiers, a well-educated man, who 
frequently on parade stole tie hand-' 
kerchiefs of the officers. But what are 
all these cases to that of the penitent 
whose kleptomaniac passion asserted 
itself on his death bed so tut I he 
quietly abstracted the snuff box of tho 
holy father listening to his confession'1 


So long ago as lS5li the Quarterly Re- 
view of London, In an article on thei 
mfttropolitan police, noted the fact that 
"the extent ot pilfering carried on even 
by ladles of rank and position Is very 
great. 
There are persons possessing 


a mania of this kind so well known' 
among the shopkeeping community 
that their addresses and descriptions 
are passed from hand to hnnd for mu- 
tual security. 
The attendants allow 


them to secrete what they like with- 
out seeming to observe them aud after- 
ward send a bill with !he prices of the 
goods purloined 
to 
their 
houses." 


Twenty yei,rs later the London Times 
repeated the charge. 
Every one who 


is acquainted with London society. It 
said, could at once furnish a dozen 
names o' ladles who havo been notor- 
ious for abstracting articles of trifling 
value from the shops where they hab- 
itually' dealt. 
Their modus operand! 


was so well known that on their re- 
turn from their drives their relatives 
took care to ascertain the nature of 
their paltry peculations; inquired from 
the coachman the houses at which he 
had been ordered to stop and, as a mat- 
ter of course, reimbursed the trades- 
men to the full value of the pilfered 
goods. In other cases a hint was giv- 
en to tho various shopkeepsrs at whose 
establishments 
these 
monomaniacs 


made their purchases, and they were 
simply forewarned to notice what was 
taken away' and to furnish the bill, 
which was paid as soon as furnished, 
and, as a matter of course, by the pil- 
ferer himself, without any feeling of 
shame or emotion of any kind. It Is 
only recently that kleptomania haa ba- 
come recognized by the courts.

On every planta- 
tion in the south 
•where there 
"were 


as many as twenty- 


five grown slaves there was an overseer, 
and on the great plantations where 
there were hundreds and hundreds of 
slaves there was a head overseer, with 
a force of assistants with slave fore- 
men under them, all of whom came be- 
tween the slave and the master, just as 
captains and colonels come between 
ihe private soldier and the general-in- 
cnief; for every plantation was sup- 
posed to be worked by a force, organ- 
ized as an army is organized, with de- 
tails for this and details for that, and 
at the bead of all this organization 
there was an overseer, the second In 
command, who was answerable alone 
to the planter. 
Shrewd fellows were 


these overseers as a. class and men 
proud of their calling. The product of 
necessity, when the rich slave-owners 
gathered together more human cattle 
than they could herd themselves, they 
formed a distinct and separate class, 
the sons of overseers being 'overseers 
for generations and seeking' the daugh- 
ters of overseers for wives. 


The position of on overseer on a rich 


plantation was not only a responsible 
one, 
but one of Influence In the com- 


munity. Wealthy planters spent much 
of their tlrue away from their planta- 
tions and upon the overseers, as their 
representatives, devolved no: only the 
duties but the Influence common, to the 
head of a great business. . 
. 


Though rarely ever explicitly 
au- 


thorized to act independently, they gen- 
erally attended, not only to the pur- 
chasing of supplies, equipments, etc., 
but at the end of the season shipped 
the year's crop to the agent at Charles- 
ton, Mobile or New Orleans and saw 
that the plantar received his proper re- 
turns; so that, so far -as being a' mere 
slave driver, as he has been generally 
presented, the overseer was, In many 
Instances, a capable man of affairs, fill- 
ing practically the place of an English 
steward and relieving his self-ind-'lgent 
employer of practically all the duties 
of his position except the agreeable 
one of posing as a grand nelgnior oft 
the proceeds of bis slaves' labor. 


Then, of course, there was the over- 


seer of the little planter who ran ten 
or a dozen plows that ho could well 
have attended 
to himself. This man 


was, as a rule, a hack — a mere toady- 
ing taskmaster, cringing to his em- 
ployer and bullying the negroes under 
him; staying in no place for more than 
a year at a time and demoralizing every 
plantation that he' undertook to run. 
To this class Is due the odium that at 
the north attaches to the came. But 
I wlil not deal with them. 
They are 


not an entertaining study. 


Tlie position of a bead overseer on a 


rich plantation was, as I'have intimat- 
ed, one o£ great responsibility. There 
were many plantations In the south 
that embraced 10,000, 
15.000, 
20,000 


acres of tend, upon which there were 
employed from 200 to 1,000 slaves. 
There were a great many planters who 
owned several plantations lying 
far 


apart, with an overseer upon eauh. This 
planting was a big business. 
First 


there was the question of filling sev- 
eral riYim'.rert hungry mouths and cov- 
ering several 
hundred 
bodies 
with 


proper clothing, to be solved; houses 
had to be 'kept In repair, 
knitters, 


weavers, millers, carpenters, smiths, 
shoemakers, all had to be. kept em- 
ployed to the best advantage to supply 
the needs of the 
plantation.. 
Great 


strings of fence, miles and miles long, 
had to be kept up; and after this a 
profit had to be shown to the planter 
or there was a vacancy for a new over- 
seer. Then there was the responsibility 
[or a great body of valuable slaves. 


There were masters who did not pro- 


fess to know their slaves on sight. 
Those slaves were worth much money, 
and should they run away or die they 
were a loss that a master, however 
Indolent and. self-lcdulgent, would not 
bo patient with. Not even the ambi- 
tion to excel as a farmer must be al- 
lowed to blind the overseer 'to the wel- 
fare of bis charges. 
If a slave died 


from overwork, the case was investi- 
gated and a change nude. in the man- 
agement another year. 
But that the 


overseer dealt with all the questions 
that presented themselves with pass- 
able success is evidenced by the fact 
that he not only held his ground, but 
gained ground from year to year, until, 
at the breaking out of the war, tho 
great cotton crop of the south 
was 


practically the product of his energy 
and1 generalship in directing the efforts 
of the Ignorant slaves in his charge. 


But the overseer can ba viewed from 


another point than that of the busi- 
ness man of the south. He was a po- 
litical power. 
His. employer's policy 


was generally his, and In many in- 
stances his policy became . his 
em- 


ployer's; but no matter .who shaped 
the policy, it was the overseer who saw 
that tho election wont right. The plant- 
er -who backed a friend for Congress 
Governor or Legislature 
placed the 


management of his campaign' practi- 
cally In the hands of- the overseer, whc 
was in touch with the voters and knew 
just where and how to mak'e every vote 
count

—Tho Oven In a Bl|f Wheel with Iron 
Platform* Hung from Its Klin—Sot a 
Fleanlnc; Blent. 


:i F you want to see 


something 
Inter- 


esting," he said to 
the New York Hail 
and Express man, 
"come with me. It 
will make y o u r 
mouth water if you 
have a taste for the 
sweets and, in ad- 
dition, It will give 
you an insight into 


a business that has reached immense 
proportions within tho last ten years." 
Down this street and up the next, and 
up a. long flight of stairs to an office 
where the lucky number of thirteen 
misses was at work. This was the in- 
itial bow to the largest pie factory in 
the whole of Gotham—and. 
for that 


matter, the entire country. Here it is 
that an average of 18,000 pies Is turned 
out every day of the week except Fri- 
day, when the figures go over the 20,- 
000 mark because of the demand for 
Sunday. Pies little and big and in all 
conditions of preparation, are to be 
soeu here, and the average office boy 
or downtown "Clark" would imagine 
himself in pie heaven were he to get 
upon the 'ground. 


Ask the most experienced housewife 


and she will readily testify to the state- 
ment that It is no easy matter to make 
a flrEt-class pie. 
Pleraaklr.g Is easy 


with the young bride only. Still, In this 
big factory spoken of, it really does 
seem a simple affair—the putting to- 
gether of fruit and dough—because the 
workmen go through the performance 
In "apple-pie order," but it is practice 
and experience with them ratber than 
personal pleasure. To make a pie cor- 
rectly, as well as digestivcly, it Is neces- 
sary to resort to four processes. 


Take, for instance, a mince pie. The 


work of preparing the filling Is tho 
first undertaken, and then in regular 
order come the task of making tho 
crust, filling the pie and baking it. 
Contrary to some ideas, it is essential 
to the welfare of the aforesaid pie that 
the meat required 
be of a 
superior 


kind. 
This obtained, it Is consigned 


to an Immense steam-jacketed copper 
kettle that has tiie capacity of a me- 
dium-sized barrel. In this way it is 
cooked and then intrusted to the bene- 
ficial graces of an enormous chopping 
machine, that does the work as finely 
as a projectile from a twelve-inch §un 
might do with a wooden fence. Next 
come for attention the beef suet, ap- 
ple, citron, currants, spices and, final- 
ly,'the brandy, and these are mixed 
with the mincemeat by another ma- 
chine and are sent to the filler. While 
tho mincemeat is being mixed with the 
other mixture, another force of men Is 
engaged In preparing the crust. This 
force of men works before an immense 
trough and is rigged out in clothes of 
immaculate white, with bare arms as 
powdered with flour as the hair 
on 


their heads. The trough is partly filled 
with fiour and shortening or lard is 
worked into it by the white workmen. 
Water that has been specially iced is' 
worked into the mixture in the trough 
and the whole thine; soon takes on 
quite a dou.ehlike appearance. 


This dough Is taken to a.nother force 


of men, who roll it out Into thin slices 
nnd place it on tin plates. This opera- 
tion is perhaps the quickest of any of 
the processes. 
The men go through 


the 
mountain of 
dough like wind 


through a sand hill. 
Quicker than It 


takes to tell, the white covered tins are 
taken to the G!lers-in, and no array of 
old topers ever filled in as rapidly as 
do they. All use a long-handled dip- 
per, which has a capacity Just sufficient 
to fill one pie. With this dipper in one 
hand and tho dough-covered tin plate 
in the other, the flller-in dips the dip- 
per into the barrel of filling alongside 
of him. raises It in the air and, with a' 
graceful movement of the wrist, turns 
it into the waiting plate. 
This ac- 


complished, everything Is ready for tho 
oven.' The latter is a gigantic thing 
operated much on the style of the Fer- 
ris wheel. Suspended by its axle above 
a red-hot fire is a wheel about twelve 
feet long and sixteen Inches in diame- 
ter. 
Eight Iron platforms are hung 


from the rims of this wheel and upon 
these platforms tho pies are placed. The 
manner of suspension Is such that the 
pies always remain horizontal. One of 
the platforms is always over the open- 
Ing of the oven. The attendants cover 
the platform with pies and the wheel 
Is then turned until the next platform 
comes Into view, which in like manner 
Is filled. This is continued until tho 
eight platforms have been covered. The 
next turn brings Into view the first 
lot put In, all baked to a nicety. They 
are then removed and 
the platform 


tilled again. Again the wheel turns and 
another army of baked pies is present- 
ed and removed. This continues hour 
a.fter hour so long as the demand lasts, 
an average of about 1,000 pies Is baked 
hourly over thas oven. The pie'fac- 
tory Is a great Institution and must be 
seen to be appreciated.

In 
the 
modern 


French penal code 
there, is no refer- 


ence to duels or duellists, and, as every 
newspaper reader knows, a French duel 
is as common an. Incident of French 
social 'life as any 'athletic contest be- 
tween individuals Is among ourselves. 
This comparison suggests at once the 
ground of difference between the Brit- 
ish and the Gallic point of view. We 
as a nation admire physical strength 
directed with skill and courage; the 
French do not. ".Teui de mains, j«ui 
de vilains." The "Code du Duel," by 
the Mamuls de ChateauTillard, 
the 


recognized authority upon such matters 
in France, declareu aiiomatically, "A 
blow Is not an answer to a blow." We,- 
again, recognizing the difference 
be- 


tween hot.blood and cold blood,.believe 
in -the apology; the French rule says, 
"There Is no apology for n. blow." 
We 


consider that the law of the land has 
no equal in authority; the French code 
declares "the laws of honor are m sa- 
cred as those of the government." It 
is an absolute rule of French law and 
custom today that a man who kills 
another in a fair duel will only be tried 
to b« formally acquitted. 


What this "honor" which the duel 


satisfies really Is may be judged easily 
enough by considering 
a few duels 


themselves. In 1834 M. Eaiil* de Gir- 
ardln reduced the subscription price 
of his paper, La Presse, by one-half, 
with the result that its circulation was 
enormously Increased, and that he had 
to fight four duels with tho editors of 
other Parisian journals, 
who disap- 


proved of his enterprise, 
la one of 


these he killed the talented Armand 
Carrel, and was 'himself shot through 
the hip and 'lingered between life and 
death for weeks. . He could never be 
induced to fight again. "Duelling," he 
said, "is a fault of our education, 
against 
which our intelligence pro- 


tests." But as Mr. Pemberton-Grund 
well remarks, "In Franca 
you must 


have killed your man to be able to say 
that." I.o 1S45 a famous gambling duel 
was fought with pistols, and one ot the 
combaj:..its shot dead. The conditions 
had prescribed that the pistols were 
to be unknown to all parties, but 
it 


was afterward discovered that one of 
them had assiduously practiced In tba 
early morning with the pistol he was 
to us«. The survivor and his second 
were tried for murder, but were ac- 
quitted; they were afterwards rearreat- 
ed and tried for perjury and sentenced 
to long terms of imprisonment. 


About twenty-five years ago Henri 


de Peno, the editor of the Gaulois, pub- 
lished an article in which describing 
an official ball, he spoke of "the eternal 
sub-lieutenant who ploughs up with his 
spurs the laces 
en the women's 


flounces." Next morning there were 
twenty-seven challenges on his table. 
One sub-lieutenant was selected 
to 


avenge the "honor" of his class, and 
was disabled by the editor, who gave 
him a sword-thrust in the arm.. An- 
other sub-lieutenant stepped forward 
and declared that It was now his turn. 
De Pene and his seconds of course pro- 
tested against tho obvious unfairness 
of one man having to fight twenty- 
seven In succession. The officer Imme- 
diately came closer, snapped his fingers 
in the editor's face, and said, "Mon- 
sieur, you are a scamp." A steond duel 
thereupon took place, and Dr. Pene was 
run through the liver. The officer had 
formerly been fencing master of his 
regiment! In another famous duel one 
of the combatants spent the previous 
night with a renowned 
swordsman, 


practicing in a court-yard a secret coup, 
by means of which he succeeded in 
running his adversary 
through 
tho 


thigh. The duel lu which 
the 
late 


brave but idiotic Marquis de Mores 
killed Captain Mayer, will be fresh in 
memory. The Marquis. Mr. Pemberton- 
Grund says, was a gentleman of whom 
the militant editors of the Paris press 
stood' somewhat in awe. As an Instance 
of the courage ot De Mores, ho remarks 
that when on his American ranch two 
cowboys tried to "jump" some of his 
cattle, he and one of his men fought 
them oft with Winchester rifles, the 
Invaders being similarly equipped.

with an up-to-date tinge that Is with- 
out a parallel. 
Eating ashes for sea- 


soning is not 60 original with Mrs. 
Francefort 'as oae might think. The 
American Indians of Western New 
York, before the advent of the whlta 
man,.had. very little salt, and as a rule 
used white- wood, ashes, on their meat 
In'Its place. Some of the early explor- 
ers tried' this custom and 
say they 


liked as-hee ae well as salt. But human 
ashes are-a,-different experiment and 
must-first be tried.

Mr. True of Baraboo, whom 
Mr. Fl«mlng displaced as secretary of 
the Agricultural society, has some ad- 
vantage la being a member of the pres- 
ent legislature and his bill to wipe out 
the present system and* establish a 
board of twelve farmers to be appoint- 
ed by the governor, one from each con- 
gressional district, and two at large, Is 
attracting much attention. 


' Making a Hard Flelit. 


The physicians In' the state who are 


not "regulars" are making a hard tight 
on the many bills designed to ihut out 
from practice all physicians who have 
no diploma and cannot, .or will not, pass 
an examination before, a board of ex- 
aminers practically sheeted (under the 
bill) by the medical societies. Chicago 
physicians of the free lane* school are 
taking a hand In the fray. They are 


' circulating big hand bills with cartoons 


ridiculing the "regular?" as monopo- 
lists and charging them with "curing" 
people Into the cemetery with drugs 
and poisons. There are f.vo paths pict- 
ured, one the way of prescriptions and 
examined and graduated "skill," which 
loads to a place crowded with skulls 
and bones and funeral processions; and 
another, the way of baths and "natural 
methods," etc., leading to a paradise 
of health and 
prosperity. 
Of course 


there Is not r.-;i,-h argument In such 
hand bills, but It Is amusing how many 
intelllRenr people there are who feel sore 
on the s-j!-.'-'Ct o£ "doctors and'prescrlp- 
tlons. A "(:ilth cure" preacher whose 
"eurmon" hi-re not long ago consisted 
almost exclusively of abuse of doctors 
was enjoyed and approved by many 
men and women who no doub: are sup- 
posed by their physicians to be alto- 
gether trustful. The many bills to li- 
cense physicians, to compel them to be 
graduatos. etc., are resisted by many 
who have a belief that doctors, Ilk* 
poets, are born, not made. 


No C"in£e la Sunday Laws. 


The anti-Sunday laws died an easy 


death In committee. There was never 
any probability of their passpjo, though 
the flood of petitions against repeal of 
restrictions on the present Sabbath Is 
still tremendous. The bill to prohibit 
the sale of clearettes and ciga.rette pa- 
per to minors has passed the senate and 
will probably become a law. Unfortu- 
nat«ly the story from .states .that have 
such a law Is that arrests under It are 
almost unh?anJ of. As long as children 
are imitative the efforts of American 
parents who smoke to direct their chil- 
dren In the path of non-Indulgence by a 
paper prohibition must continue amus- 
ing. The transfer of the appointment 
of bonk examiner from the governor 
to the stnte treasurer correcits an Ill- 
advised precedent of the Upham admin- 
istration. The bill to compel railroads 
to carry Mcyclee as baggage Is backed 
.by miles of petitions and the precedents 
of other states. Its fate, therefore, will 
test the effectiveness of the railroad 
lobby, which, is already at work on this 
bill.

The place was warm and with- 
al much preferable to outdoors. When 
the night watchmen hustled them out- 
doors, they were amazingly angry.

It is a big building, 396 feet north 


and south, and 225H feet toward the 
rirlnpr and setting suns. 
The height

staff Is the same as the width of the 
building. The- heating of such a great 
building Is always a problem. 
There 


are five heating boilers and one used 
for the engine and pumps. There Is an 
average of four tons of coal used per 
day all the year round. Of course, in 
winter the consumption is much more. 
The building is ;lgtned by gas and there 
are 1,000 burners. Three engineers and 
three f.remen 
do the 
work, serving 


sight-hour "tricks." Wa-.er for general 
use is piped In from one of the lakes.

Is a consumption of eight barrels. There 
is under the building an artesian well 
nearly a quarter of a mile deep. Fifty 
barrels of drinking water are pumped 
to a tank in the top of the building ev- 
ery .twenty-four hours.

Irrigation and the values of commer- 
cial fertilizers. It also keeps in close

When.his chief uttered some 
words of compliment .upon his recent 
services and spoke of the hardships 
he had encountered, Sedgwic'K spoke

When the geueral-ia-chleJ left 
him Sedgwick started with, his staff to 
move further to the front. Our party 
had ridden but a short distance to the 
left, when Gen. Grant sent me back 
to Sedgwi'Ck to discuss with, him fur- 
ther a matter whicli it was thought had 
not 
been, sufficiently omptasized In 


their conversation. 


While I was following tlo road I 


had seen him take I heard musketry- 
firing ahead and soon saw tie body ol 
an officer being borne fron; the field. 
Such a sight was so common, that or- 
dinarily It would have attracted no at- 
tention, but my apprehensions wera 
aroused by seeing several of Gen, 
Sedgwick's staff beside the body. As 
they came nearer I gave an Inquiring 
look. Col. Beaumont ot the staff cast 
h-ls eyes in the direction of the body, 
then looked at me with an expression 
of profound sorrow and slowly shook 
•his lead. His actions told tbe whole 
Bad story. His 'heroic chief was dead. 
I was informed that as he was ap- 
proaching an exposed point of the line 
to examine the enemy's position more 
closely Gen. McMahon of his staff re- 
minded him that one or two ofllcers had 
)ust 'been struck at that spot by aharp- 
thooters and begged him not to ad- 
vance farther. At this suggestion tha 
general only smiled and Boon after 
had entirely forgotten the warning. In- 
different to every form of danger, such 
an appeal mado tut little impression 
upon him. His movements led him to 
the position against which he had been 
cautioned and he had scarcely dis- 
mounted and reached the spot on foot 
when a bullet entered his left cheek 
just below the eye and he fell dead. 
As his lifeless form was carried by 
a smile Btill remained upon his lips. 
Sedgwick was essentially a aoldier. 
He had never married; the camp was

When we caught our 
breach the Irishman remarked between 
Ma gasps that a little thing like that 
couldn't scare- us, as we'd both been in 
explosions before.

offlc.e at Washington. It was the news 
that Richmond had fallen, and that tbe 
war wns at an end. 
, It seems that shor.tly after halt-past 
nine in the morning the Washington 
and Cherrystone, operators, along the 
line of the Fortress Monroe and City 
Point wire were startled by what 
seemed a foolish demand from Fortress 
Monroe: "Turn down, for Richmond, 
quick!" 
The signal was answered promptly 


-never more promptly. Then came the 
question, "Do you get me well?" 


"I do; go ahead." 
"All right. Here's the first message 


for four years.' 


The message was as follows: 


"Richmond, Va.. April. 3, 1S05. 


"Hon. E. M. Stanton, Secretary of War: 


"We entered Richmond at 8 o'clock 


this morning.. 
"G. Weltzel, Brigadier-General Com- 


mnudlng." 
The operator who took, this message
